$2,000,000 to improve the old schoolhouse in Arrow Rock. 

$750,000 to support the renovation of a holocaust museum in St. Louis County. 

$650,000 for the Kansas City Ballet. 

$350,000 for the Negro League Baseball Museum in Kansas City.
